DR.  ELLIS  A.  FULLER  DIES, 


Ellis  A.  Fuller,  59,  President  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Seminary,  Saturday, 
October  28,  in  San  Diego,  California  He 
was  stricken  on  Friday  evening  before 
while  preaching  in  a  San  Diego  Church. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  ill  for  several  weeks 
last  summer  with  a  kidney  ailment  but 
was  apparently  well  on  the  way  to  re¬ 
covery  when  he  and  Mrs.  Fuller  began 
a  tour  which  Included  Arizona,  New  Mex¬ 
ico  and  California  Baptist  convention* 
two  and  one-half  weeks  ago. 

During  his  eight  years  as  head  of  the 
world's  largest  Theological  Seminary  Dr. 
Fuller  saw  18  buildings,  40  acres  of  land 
added  to  the  Seminary,  property  and  stu¬ 
dent  enrollment  increase  from  520  to  951 
with  42  others  enrolled  In  Seminary 
School  of  Church  Music,  which  he  es¬ 
tablished  six  years  ago- 
Latest  of  new  buildings  erected  dup¬ 
ing  Dr.  Fuller’s  administration  is  Fuller 
Hull— million  dollar  apartment  dormitory 
_ named  by  trustees  in  Dr.  Fuller’s  hon¬ 
or  last  spring  and  now  nearing  comple¬ 
tion. 

Funeral  services  were  held  Thursday 
afternoon,  November  2  at  2:00  o'clock  ia 
Alumni  Memorial  Chapel.  Survivors  in¬ 
clude  Mrs.  Fuller,  Ellis,  Jr.,  student  at 
University  of  Pennsylvania,  two  daugh¬ 
ters,  Sara  Elizabeth,  student  at  Baylor 
University  and  Ida  Lee,  of  the  home.

The  Pastor's  Leadership  in  Achieving 
Correlation 

The  church  council  should  build  a 
church  calendar  for  1951  in  which  all 
emphases,  all  events,  all  activities,  and 
all  meetings  are  planned  thoroughly  and 
spaced  properly  in  the  calendar  so  that 
all  of  the  church  members  may  co¬ 
operate  fully  in  all  of  these  things.  When 
this  is  done  correctly  the  church  can 
concentrate  and  mobilize  all  of  Its  re¬ 
sources  for  major  emphasis  and  parti¬ 
cipation  in  any  one  of  its  ministries  at 
a  given  time.  For  instance,  the  church 
can  use  its  Training  Union  for  sponsor¬ 
ing  a  great  graded  all-church  member¬ 
ship  soul-winning  study  course  in  March 
in  preparation  for  the  revivals,  and  can 
lead  all  of  its  other  agencies  to  co¬ 
operate.

the  honorary  D.D.  degree  by  his  Alma 
Mater  in  1924.  He  graduated  from  the 
Southern  Seminary  in  1921  with  the  Th  M. 
degree*  and  did  graduate  work  for  one 
year. 

An  outstanding  leader  among  South¬ 
ern  Baptists,  Dr.  Fuller  held  several 
important  pastorates  including:  Green¬ 
wood,  S-  C.,  Greenville,  S.  C.  and  First 
Church,  Atlanta,  Georgia.  He  resigned 
the  last  named  church  to  become  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Southern  Seminary. 

Dr.  Fuller  also  served  as  Superintend¬ 
ent  of  Evangelism  for  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention,  president  of  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  chairman  of  the  Georgia 
Baptist  Hospital  Commission,  and  on  the 
Administrative  Committee  and  Executive 
Committee  of  the  Baptist  World  Alliance.

A  feu- 
states  have  developed  plans  for  the  establishing  of  new  rural  work.  Much  of  the 
state  mission  money  is  spent  in  promoting  all  the  works  of  Baptists  In  the  rural 
churches. 

“(3)  The  Baptist  Sunday  School  Board  seeks  to  serve  the  14,486  open-country 
churches  and  other  rural  communities  through  a  teaching  and  training  program  and 
the  organization  of  branch  Sunday  schools  in  cooperation  with  the  Home  Mission 
Board  and  the  various  state  mission  boards. 

"(4)  It  is  the  desire  of  both  the  Sunday  School  Board  and  the  Home  Mission 
Board  to  cooperate  with  the  associations  and  the  state  mission  boards  in  revitalizing 
and  expanding  the  ministry  of  rural  churches. 

“(5)  It  is  also  recognized  that  many  other  Southern  Baptist  groups  have  direct 
relation  to  the  rural  life  of  our  denomination.  Some  of  these  are  as  follows,  the 
seminaries,  the  W.  M.  U.,  the  Brotherhood,  the  Executive  Committee,  the  state  pa- 
pers  and  colleges  and  others. 

"3.  The  state  mission  boards,  the  Sunday  School  Board,  and  the  Home  Mission 
Board  have-  recognized  that  the  most  effective  agency  for  the  promotion  of  the  rural 
church  work  Is  the  association.  Every  effort  ought  to  be  made  to  extend  the  efficiency 
erf  this  agency.  It  is  also  recognized  that  the  leading  promotional  officer  of  the  asso¬ 
ciation  is  the  associational  missionary. 

"4  In  order  to  avoid  conflict  it  is  recognised  that  the  denominational  calendar  of 
activities  should  be  used  as  a  basis  of  promotion. 

“5.  It  is  also  recognised  that  the  goal  of  5,000  new  churches  and  10,000  mission 
stations  is  both  reasonable  and  possible. 

"6:  Rural  missions  is  a  common  task.  The  blessings  of  Almighty  God  on  this 
great  cooperative  effort  in  recent  years  has  enabled  Southern  Baptists  to  make  groat 
gains.  We  should  be  Increasingly  thankful  for  this  prosperity,  recognizing  that  it  is 
from  God.”

When  Charles  SteinmeU,  the  famous 
electrical  wizard  was  a  little  boy,  he  sold 
newspapers.  One  afternoon  he  went  to 
the  publishing  house  for  his  newspapers 
and  while  awaiting  their  coming  from  the 
press,  he  was  playing  at  the  iron  gate. 

He  stuck  his  arms  through  the  iron  pail- 
in»s  and  then  stuck  his  legs  through, 
ami  then,  as  only  a  little  boy  would  do, 
he  stuck  his  head  through.  Then,  he  ask¬ 
ed  himself  the  question,  “On  which  side 
of  this  fence  am  I?” 

How  like  many  of  us  was  that  little  boy. 
His  heart  was  on  one  side;  and,  his  head, 
his  hands,  and  his  feet  were  on  the  other. 

On  which  side  are  you  in  God’s  work? 
How  do  yoU/-feel  about  tithing?  What  is 
your  concern  in  the  matter  of  coopera¬ 
tion?  How  do  you  feel  about  a  great  evan¬ 
gelistic  program  such  as  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  and  Mississippi  Baptists  are  promot¬ 
ing  for  1951? 

Tithing 

Recently  the  writer  heard  Honorable 
George  F.  Wooten,  an  outstanding  lay¬ 
man  «nd  former  Judge  of  Talladaga, 
Alabama,  give  the  following  statement 
concerning  the  tithe. 

“The  following  are  what  I  consider  a 
few  of  the  many  reasons  why  we  as 
Christians  should  tithe: 

"(l)  One  of  the  attributes  of  a  Christian 
Is  his  desire  to  tithe.  I  do  not  believe 
that  tithing  will  make  one  a  Christian 
but  I  do  believe  that  being  a  Christian 
will  make  one  want  to  tithe. 

“No  one  will  deny  that  we  ought  to 
tithe.  If  that  is  true,  then  it  follows  that 
there  is  a  moral  obligation  to  tithe.  A 
failure  to  discharge  a  moral  obligation  is 
a  sin,  therefore,  it  is  a  sin  for  us  as 
Christians  to  fail  to  tithe. 

“Tithing  is  God's  plan  for  a  minimum 
accounting  for  what  he  has  allowed  us  to 
have. 

“(2)  It  is  obviously  impossible  for  all 
of  us  physically  to  carry  out  the  Great 
Commission.  We  cannot  all  go  into  other 
parts  of  the  world  to  carry  the  message, 
but  we  can  make  it  financially  possible 
for  those  who  can  and  will  go  to  do  this 
great  work.  This  is  the  only  way  in  which 
most  of  us  can  have  any  part  in  the 
spreading  of  the  Gospel  to  lost  nations. 

“(3)  Tithing  is  the  fairest  way  of  fi¬ 
nancing  the  operation  and  work  of  the 
chnrch,  because  only  in  this  way  does 
each  person  contribute  according  to  his 
ability.  Only  by  tithing  does  each  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  church  carry  his  fair  share  of 
the  responsibility. 

“(4)  The  work  and  growth  of  every 
church  is  retarded  to  the  etxent  that  its 
members  fail  to  tithe.  If  we  want  a  great 
church  is  retarded  to  the  extent  that  its 
failure  to  tithe  is  a  barricade  standing 
in  the  way  of  this  progress. 

**(5)  If,  for  no  other  reason,  and  if 
we  desire  a  personal  reason  for  tithing, 
we  may  be  assured  that  we  will  receive 
a  blessing  through  our  increased  Inter¬ 
est  in  our  church  and  its  activities  as  a 
result  of  tithing.  An  increased  interest  in 
the  church  and  its  activities  undeniably 
will  make  us  a  better  person,  thereby 
•  blessing  to  ns  and  most  assuredly  a 
blessing  to  others.” 

Cooperation 

The  Calhoun  County  Baptist  Associa¬ 
tion  of  which  John  B.  Laney  is  the  mis¬ 
sionary  is  definitely  on  the  side  of  co¬ 
operation  in  all  of  the  work  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Convention.

Every  Southern  Baptist  in  gen¬ 
eral  and  Southern  Seminary’  stu¬ 
dents  in  particular  feel  a  sense  of 
shock,  loss  and  grief  at  the  sudden 
and  unexpected  passing  of  Dr.  El¬ 
lis  A.  Fuller,  for  eight  years.  Pres¬ 
ident  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Theo¬ 
logical  Seminary’,  Louisville,  Ken¬ 
tucky. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  preacher.  He 
loved  to  preach  and  he  did  a  lot 
of  it.  And  it  was  good  preaching. 
Not  only  was  it  inspiring  but  it  was 
informing. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  leader.  He  prov¬ 
ed  that  in  every  position  he  ever 
held  and  the  eight  years  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Southern  Seminary 
were  climaxing  years  of  leadership. 
The  new  buildings,  the  gift  build¬ 
ings  are  but  a  few  concrete  exam¬ 
ples  of  his  ability  to  lead  people  to 
do  and  to  give. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  humble  Chris¬ 
tian.  We  recall  no  chat  or  conver¬ 
sation  that  did  not,  in  someway 
lead  to  his  expression  of  belief  in 
the  Bible  and  dependence  on  God. 
Although  holding  one  of  the  high¬ 
est  places  among  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists,  he  was  ever  ready  to  hear 
with  sympathy  the  plea  or  prob¬ 
lem  of  the  lowliest  person. 

And  no  doubt,  before  now  he 
has  given  Dr.  Sampey  a  full  report 
on  things  at  “the  Beeches”,  on  how 
he  continued  to  carry  on  the  work 
of  his  predecessor  and  what  glor¬ 
ious  plans  he  had  for  the  future. 

Southern  Baptists  as  well  as  the 
Christian  world  are  poorer  because 
of  his  going  and  heaven  is  richer. 


Tell  Who  You  Are 

When  a  person  at  the  Mississippi 
Raptist  Convention  wishes  to 
•peak  on  the  floor,  he  should  tell 
his  name  and  where  he  is  freon. 


Often  in  the  convention  sessions, 
someone  addresses  the  body,  and 
people  in  every  section  begin  whis¬ 
pering,  “Who  is  he?”  “What  is  his 
name?” 

If  a  man  asking  to  speak  fails  to 
give  his  name,  the  presiding  of¬ 
ficer  should  ask  his  name,  and 
where  he  is  from.  This  may  seem 
unimportant  at  first  glance.  But 
if  the  messengers  attending  know 
a  man’s  name  and  where  he  lives, 
what  he  has  to  say  becomes  more 
meaningful.  Mississippi  Baptists 
are  democratic.  They  love  each 
other.  They  want  to  know  who  is 
speaking.  They  will  listen  more 
closely  to  the  person  whose  name 
they  know. 

We  believe  this  w  ould  add  to  the 
effectiveness  of  debate  in  the  con¬ 
vention. 
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Vatican  Announce¬ 
ment  Is  Expected 
Momentarily 

There  is  much  talk  in  informed 
religious  and  diplomatic  circles  in 
Washington  that  President  Harry 
Truman  w’ill  announce  soon — per¬ 
haps  at  his  next  press  conference 
— the  creation  of  a  new  diplomatic 
post  at  Vatican  State,  with  an 
American  Legation  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  there. 

(A  legation  is  distinguished 
from  an  Embassy  in  diplomatic 
parlance  in  that  the  former  gen¬ 
erally- is  established  in  small  coun¬ 
tries  with  which  this  nation  main¬ 
tains  diplomatic  liaison,  while  the 
latter  generally  is  established  in 
the-larger,  physically  more-pow’er- 
ful  nations.  A  Legation  is  served 
by  a  Minister,  while  an  Embassy 
is  served  by  an  Ambassador.) 

It  is  believed  likely  in  informed 
circles  here  that,  since  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State  has  the  authority  to 
establish  diplomatic  relations  with 
any  nation  without  receiving  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Congress,  the 
decision  has  been  made  to  set  up  a 
Legation  in  Vatican  City,  then  pre¬ 
sent  Congress  with  a  fait  accompli. 
(That  means  crammfng  it  down 
our  throats.) 

It  will  be  up  to  the  Senate  either 
to  accept  or  reject  a  particular 


nomination  for  the  post  of  Min¬ 
ister  to  the  Vatican,  not  pass  on  the 
advisability  of  having  a  Legation 
in  Vatican  City.  Since  the  Presi¬ 
dent  likely  will  name  either  a 
prominent  Protestant  conservative 
Democrat,  or  some  well-respected 
Republican  to  the  post,  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  an  appointee  could  be 
confirmed  by  an  overwhelmingly 
Protestant  Senate,  faced  with  a 
ticklish  problem. 

Congress  possibly  could  prevent 
the  continued  operation  of  a  Lega¬ 
tion  in  time  by  withholding  ap¬ 
propriations  for  that  purpose  from 
Department  of  State  legislation, 
hut  this  is  not  very  likely  unless 
Protestant  resentment  becomes 
much  more  general  and  outspoken 
than  it  has  been  so  far. 

Roman  Catholic  leaders,  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  whom  favor  the  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  permanent  American 
Legation  or  Embassy  at  Vatican 
City,  have  been  notably  silent  on 
the  subject  in  recent  months — for 
publication.  But  Catholic  periodi¬ 
cals  have  not  neglected  the  subject 
and  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
President  Truman  undoubtedly  has 
received  literally  thousands  of  let¬ 
ters  from  rank-and-file  Catholics 
favorable  to  the  idea.  ^ 

On  the  other  hand,  Protestant 
leaders  have  not,  as  yet,  had  much 
luck  in  seeing  the  President  to 
stress  their  opposition  to  the  idea. 
Mr.  Truman  has  been  extremely 
‘  busy  helping  to  win  the  Korean 
War  by  chatting  two  hours  with 
General  Douglas  MacArthur  and  in 
cruising  on  his  yacht,  among  other 
pressing  duties  of  state. 

Meantime,  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Daw¬ 
son,  executive  director  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Re¬ 
lations  and  other  Protestant  lead¬ 
ers  under  the  sponsorship  of 
Protestants  and  Other  American 
I'nited  For  Separation  of  Church 
and  State,  are  addressing  rallies 
in  all  parts  of  the  nation  to  “alert” 
the  people. 

I)r.  Dawson  has  warned  that 
Americans  “should  be  concerned” 
over  separation  o»  church  and  state 
“because  this  fundamental  Ameri¬ 
can  principle  is  bogging  down 
seriously  in  at  least  two  soft  spots.” 

“One  of  them  is  amonjt  certain 


Protestants — some,  by  no  means  . 
majority,”  he  declared.  ”Kiu*r 
from  self-interest  or  hangovers 
from  church-state  unkm,  they  say 
that  for  America  they  believe  in 
church-state  separation  now  and 
then,  here  and  there,  not  with  Jef¬ 
ferson  in  a  wall  of  separation 
which  must  not  be  breached.’ 

“The  other  perilous  soft  spot  is 
among  Roman  Catholics,  who  con¬ 
fess  they  do  not  believe  in  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state.  The  Papal 
syllabus  of  errors  and  authorita¬ 
tive  documents  from  the  hierarchy 
inform  us  that  church-state  sepa¬ 
ration  is  injurious  to  religious  in¬ 
terests,  to  public  welfare,  and  ‘fa¬ 
tal’  lo  society  itself.  We  do  not  en¬ 
gage  in  ugly  name-calling.  We 
merely  call  upon  the  public,  with¬ 
out  malice,  to  face  the  actual  im¬ 
plications  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
belief  and  then  appraise  the  ef¬ 
fects  on  the  American  democratic 
system. 

“Our  people  should  especially 
examine  the  present  Papal  demand 
for  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican. 
They  should  remember  that  the 
Congress  of  1867  declined  to  fur¬ 
nish  further  funds  for  such  an  am¬ 
bassadorship,  which  prevailed  for 
a  time,  on  the  specific  grounds  that 
the  Vatican  was  violating  religious 
liberty  and  we  were  violating  our 
own  Constitution,  which  requires 
complete  separation  of  church  and 
state. 

“One  of  the  major  problems  of 
the  Roman  Church,  for  example, 
is  its  fight  for  survival  in  Kurope 
against  Communism  is  the  matter 
of  Church  ownership  of  schools 
supported  by  state  tax  funds. 
America  cannot  march  under  the 
Pope’s  banner  in  defense  of  that, 
any  more  than  our  government 
can  sponsor  Roman  Catholic  mo¬ 
nopoly  of  lands  and  clerical  inter¬ 
ference  in  European  political  af¬ 
fairs.  Protestant  countries  today 
are  those  which  ‘best  cope  with 
Communism,  are  the  ones  which 
are  most  secure  from  its  evils.  Why 
should  we  be  told  that  America  is 
dependent  on  the  woefully-handi¬ 
capped  Vatican  for  secret  coun¬ 
sels?  Let  us  fight  our  battle  with 
Communism  on  clean-cut  issues  of 
fundamental  freedoms  for  all  men, 
uncomplicated  by  a  tie-up  with  the 
distressed  policies  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  .  .  ”

majority,”  he  declared.  “Wther 
from  self-interest  or  hangovers 
from  church-state  union,  they  say 
tliat  for  America  they  believe  in 
church-state  separation  now  and 
then,  here  and  there,  not  with  Jef¬ 
ferson  In  ‘a  wall  of  separation 
which  must  not  be  breached.' 

“The  other  perilous  soft  spot  is 
among  Roman  Catholics,  who  con¬ 
fess  they  do  not  believe  in  separa¬ 
tion  of  church  and  state.  The  Papal 
syllabus  of  errors  and  authorita¬ 
tive  documents  from  the  hierarchy 
inform  us  that  church-state  ser¬ 
ration  is  injurious  to  religious  in¬ 
terests,  to  public  welfare,  and  ‘fa¬ 
tal’  to  society  itself.  We  do  not  en¬ 
gage  in  ugly  name-calling.  We 
merely  call  upon  the  public,  with¬ 
out  malice,  to  fpce  the  actual  im¬ 
plications  of  the  Roman  Catholic 
belief  and  then  appraise  the  ef¬ 
fects  on  the  American  democratic 
system. 

“Our  people  should  especially 
examine  the  present  Papal  demand 
for  an  ambassador  to  the  Vatican. 
They  should  remember  that  the 
Congress  of  1867  declined  to  fur¬ 
nish  further  funds  for  such  an  am¬ 
bassadorship,  which  prevailed  for 
a  time,  on  the  specific  grounds  that 
the  Vatican  was  violating  religious 
liberty  and  we  were  violating  our 
own  Constitution,  which  requires 
complete  separation  of  church  and 
state. 

“One  of  tlie  major  problems  of 
the  Roman  Church,  for  example, 
is  its  fight  for  survival  in  Europe 
against  Communism  is  the  matter 
of  Church  ownership  of  schools 
supported  by  state  tax  funds. 
America  cannot  march  under  the 
Pope’s  banner  in  defense  of  that, 
any  more  than  our  government 
can  sponsor  Roman  Catholic  mo¬ 
nopoly  of  lands  and  clerical  inter¬ 
ference  in  European  political  af¬ 
fairs.  Protestant  countries  today 
are  those  which  'best  cope  with 
Communism,  are  the  ones  which 
are  most  secure  from  its  evils.  Why 
should  we  be  told  that  America  is 
dependent  on  the  woefully-handi¬ 
capped  Vatican  for  secret  coun¬ 
sels?  Let  us  fight  our  battle  with 
Communism  on  clean-cut  issues  of 
fundamental  freedoms  for  all  men, 
uncomplicated  by  a  tie-up  with  the 
distressed  policies  of  the  Roman 
Catholic  Church.  .  .  ** 
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nomination  for  the  post  of  Min¬ 
ister  to  the  Vatican,  not  pass  on  the 
advisability  of  having  a  legation 
in  Vatican  City.  Since  the  Presi¬ 
dent  likely  will  name  either  a 
prominent  Protestant  conservative 
Democrat,  or  some  well-respected 
Republican  to  the  post,  it  is  prob¬ 
able  that  an  appointee  could  be 
confirmed  by  an  overwhelmingly 
Protestant  Senate,  facet!  with  a 
ticklish  problem. 

Congress  possibly  could  prevent 
the  continued  operation  of  a  Lega¬ 
tion  in  time  by  withholding  ap¬ 
propriations  for  that  purpose  from 
Department  of  State  legislation, 
but  this  is  not  very  likely  unless 
Protestant  resentment  becomes 
much  more  general  and  outspoken 
than  it  has  been  so  far. 

Roman  Catholic  leaders,  a  ma¬ 
jority  of  whom  favor  tlie  estab¬ 
lishment  of  a  permanent  American 
Legation  or  Embassy  at  Vatican 
City,  have  been  notably  silent  on 
the  subject  in  recent  months — for 
publication.  But  Catholic  periodi¬ 
cals  have  not  neglected  the  subject 
and  it  is  generally  conceded  that 
President  Truman  undoubtedly  has 
received  literally  thousands  of  let¬ 
ters  from  rank-and-file  Catholics 
favorable  to  the  idea.  ' 

On  the  other  hand,  Protestant 
leaders  have  not,  as  yet,  had  much 
luck  in  seeing  the  President  to 
stress  their  opposition  to  the  idea. 

Mr.  Truman  has  been  extremely 
busy  helping  to  win  the  Korean 
War  by  chatting  two  hours  with 
General  Douglas  MacArthur  and  in 
cruising  on  his  yacht,  among  other 
pressing  duties  of  state. 

Meantime,  Dr.  Joseph  M.  Daw¬ 
son,  executive  director  of  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Joint  Committee  on  Public  Re¬ 
lations  and  other  Protestant  lead¬ 
ers  under  the  sponsorship  of  Our  Readers  Write 
Protestants  and  Other  American 
United  For  Separation  of  Church 
and  State,  are  addressing  rallies 
in  all  parts  of  the  nation  to  “alert” 
the  people. 

Dr.  Dawson  has  warned  that 
Americans  “should  be  concerned” 
over  separation  oi  church  and  state 
“because  this  fundamental  Ameri¬ 
can  principle  is  bogging  down 
seriously  in  at  least  two  soft  spots.” 

“One  of  them  is  among  certain

Rut 
if  tlie  messengers  attending  know' 
a  man’s  name  and  where  he  lives, 
what  he  has  to  say  becomes  more 
meaningful.  Mississippi  Baptists 
are  democratic.  They  love  each 
other.  They  want  to  know  who  is 
speaking.  They  will  listen  more 
closely  to  the  person  whose  name 
they  know. 

We  believe  this  would  add  to  the 
effectiveness  of  debate  in  the  con¬ 
vention.

Every  Southern  Baptist  in  gen¬ 
eral  and  Southern  Seminary  stu¬ 
dents  in  particular  feel  a  sense  of 
shock,  loss  and  grief  at  the  sudden 
and  unex|>ected  passing  of  Dr.  El¬ 
lis  A.  Fuller,  for  eight  years.

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  preacher.  He 
loved  to  preach  and  he  did  a  lot 
of  it.  And  it  was  good  preaching. 
Not  only  was  it  inspiring  but  it  was 
informing. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  leader.  He  prov¬ 
ed  that  in  every  position  he  ever 
held  and  the  eight  years  as  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Southern  Seminary 
■were  climaxing  yeare  of  leadership. 
The  new  buildings,  the  gift  build¬ 
ings  are  but  a  few  concrete  exam¬ 
ples  of  his  ability  to  lead  people  to 
do  and  to  give. 

Dr.  Fuller  was  a  humble  Chris¬ 
tian.

Vatican  Announce¬ 
ment  Is  Expected 
Momentarily 

There  is  much  talk  in  informed 
religious  and  diplomatic  circles  in 
Washington  that  President  Harry 
Truman  will  announce  soon — per¬ 
haps  at  his  next  press  conference 
—  the  creation  of  a  new  diplomatic 
post  at  Vatican  State,  with  an 
American  Legation  to  be  estab¬ 
lished  there. 

(A  legation  is  distinguished 
from  an  Embassy  in  diplomatic 
parlance  in  that  the  former  gen¬ 
erally,  is  established  in  small  coun¬ 
tries  with  which  this  nation  main¬ 
tains  diplomatic  liaison,  while  the 
latter  generally  is  established  in 
the-larger,  physically  more-power- 
ful  nations.  A  legation  is  served 
by  a  Minister,  while  an  Embassy 
is  served  by  an  Ambassador.) 

It  is  believed  likely  in  informed 
circles  here  that,  since  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  State  has  tlie  authority  to 
establish  diplomatic  relations  with 
any  nation  without  receiving  per¬ 
mission  from  the  Congress,  the 
decision  has  been  made  to  set  up  a 
Legation  in  Vatican  City,  then  pre¬ 
sent  Congress  with  a  fait  accompli. 
(That  means  crammfng  it  down 
our  throats.) 

It  will  be  up  to  the  Senate  either 
to  accept  or  reject  a  particular

•  tirely  untrue,  and  I  want  Mississippi  Bap. 
tists  to  believe  that.  Wttnout  expressing 
my  opinion  one  way  or  the  other  on  the 
Woman's  College  matter  only  to  say  that 
I  am  for  Christian  Education  and  for 
the  best  way  to  have  it,  I  want  to  say 
that  my  advocacy  of  Student  Centers 
has  no  connection  with  whether  Woman's 
College  la  or  is  not  closed.  I  believe,  In 
other  words,  that  we  Mississippi  Baptists 
should  build  a  Student  Center  at  Ole 
Miss,  at  Mississippi  State,  at  Mississippi 
Southern,  and  at  Delta  State,  and  that 
we  should  add  to  the  Center  already 
built  at  MSCW,  regardless  of  whether 
Woman's  College  remains  open  or  is 
closed,  because  there  are  4000  plus  Bap¬ 
tist  students  on  these  five  campuses  not 
counting  some  3000  others  on  Junior  col¬ 
lege  and  other  campuses,  which  are  not 
Baptist,  of  our  state.  I  wish  every  one 
of  these  6000  students  were  on  our  Bap¬ 
tist  campuses.  I  am  ta  favor  of  their 
going  to  our  colleges.  But  the  plain 
unvarnished  truth  is  that  they  are  not 
on  our  Baptist  campuses.  Shall  we, 
we  give  them  Christian  Education,  to  as 
great  a  degree  as  possible,  while  they  are 
on  our  State  campuses?  I  believe  we 
should  give  them  all  we  can  and.  there¬ 
fore,  I  am  heartily  in  favor,  as  a  firs* 
step,  of  building  the  five  Student  Centers 
as  proposed.  Bible  Teaching  in  those 
Centers  and  other  Baptist  ministries 
should  soon  follow  their  erection. 

If  some  of  our  Baptist  students  will 
not  come  to  our  colleges  (and  some  of 
these  cannot  for  one  reason  or  another), 
I  believe  we  should  go  to  them  with  the 
ministry  of  Christ,  at  the  same  time 
strengthening  the  work  of  Christian  Edu¬ 
cation  on  the  campuses  of  our  Baptist 
colleges. — Chas  W.  Horner.

With  aQ  my  heart,  I  believe  in  CSirie- 
Uan  Education.  I  believe,  also,  that  the 
best  way  Baptists  can  dirlstlanise  high¬ 
er  education  is  by  having  their  own  col¬ 
leges.  I  believe  every  Baptist  college 
student  should  go  to  a  Baptist  college,  at 
least  for  the  first  two  years.  I  believe 
he  should  go  to  a  Baptist  college  or 
University  for  all  of  his  education  if  K 
to  at  all  possible  for  him  to  get  his  full 
preparation  in  a  Baptist  college  or  uni¬ 
versity.  I  attended  a  Baptist  junior  col¬ 
lege  and  then  a  Baptist  senior  college, 
from  which  I  graduated,  and  would  have 
secured  my  graduate  degree  at  a  Bap¬ 
tist  university  if  I  had  known  at  the 
time  of  any  Baptist  university  which  of¬ 
fered  such  a  degree.  If  I  had  those  years 
to  live  over,  I  would  do  exactly  as  I  did 
except  to  get  the  graduate  degree  at  a 
Baptist  university. 

I  have  been  on  the  staff  of  two  differ¬ 
ent  Baptist  colleges.  I  have,  through  all 
the  years,  actively  supported  our  Bap¬ 
tist  colleges  and  shall  continue  to  do  so. 
While  in  the  newspaper  business.  I  used 
my  pen  in  support  of  our  Baptist  col¬ 
leges.  Since  entering  the  Student  Work, 
and  before,  I  have  spoken  publicly  ta 
favor  of  our  Baptist  colleges  in  Missis¬ 
sippi— all  of  them.  I  have  contributed 
financially  to  several  of  our  Baptist  col¬ 
leges,  including  Woman’s  College.

WICHITA,  Xan.  —(BP)—  When  the 
fifth  annual  meeting  of  the  Kansas  Con¬ 
vention  of  Southern  Baptists  scheduled 
for  October  31  to  November  2  opens  in 
Pittsburgh,  the  messengers  face  the  chal¬ 
lenge  of  approving  a  second  Five-Year 
Program,  according  to  Orbie  R.  Clem, 
editor,  Kansas  Southern  Baptist  Beams. 

The  aim  of  this  proposed  program  is 
five-fold,  chief  of  which  is  the  goal  of 
200  new  churches  with  a  total  member¬ 
ship  of  25.000  inclusive  of  the  constitu¬ 
ency  of  the  existing  churches.  Other 
phases  include  appointment  of  standing 


committees  to  study  the  establishment 
of  Bible  chairs  and  a  Bible  institute,  the 
development  of  a  building  loan  fund,  and 
the  setting  up  of  a  sinking  fund  for  per* 
manent  headquarters  property. 

The  major  emphasis  in  1951  is  to  b« 
on  the  Cooperative  Program  goal.  Con* 
tributions  from  the  churches  are  expect* 
ed  to  increase  50  per  cent  over  1950. 
State  Secretary  N.  J.  Westmoreland  says, 
“The  chief  aim  of  our  next  year  is  bound 
up  in  our  goal  for  the  Cooperative  Pro¬ 
gram  totaling  $25,000.  Of  this  amount, 
we  can  well  anticipate  $20,000  from  reg¬ 
ular  offering,  and  we  seek  to  challenge 
our  people  to  make  a  Fifth  Anniversary 
Thanks  Offering  of  $5,000  on  March  18.**

You  have  to  know  your  opponent.  It 
s  basic  in  war,  in  debate,  in  any  sphere 
vhere  ideologies  clash  and  those  Me- 
dogies  are  presented  and  defended  by 
.utnan  beings.  There  is  doubtless  no  more 
controversial  subject  In  America  today 
than  that  of  the  Sale  and  Use  oi  Intoxi¬ 
cating  Beverages.  We  are  primarily  in¬ 
terested  in  the  Christian  stand.  There  is 
but  one  position  to  take.  Against:  First, 
last  and  always.  There  can  be  no  waver¬ 
ing,  no  being  open  to  conviction;  for  the 
ihild  of  God  should  have  been  convinced 
ind  convicted  on  this  matter  from  his 
very  first  moment  of  contact  with  any 
of  the  diabolical  effects  of  alcoholic  bev¬ 
erage  upon  anyone.  A  lack  of  conviction 
is  making  quiet  many  who  should  speak 
out,  and  even  finding  some  taken  into 
the  camp  of  the  enemy. 

It  is  out  of  concern  for  the  latter  that 
we  make  strong  the  assertion-  Know  tbe 
opposition.  The  lines  are  clearly  drawn. 
The  bloody,  arrogant  bead  of  Money  has 
reared  its  bead  as  the  rally  call  of  the 
world,  as  the  drum  heat  to  march  souls 
into  damnation.  Yes,  on  every  hand,  you 
hear  it,  “Get  the  revenue,  get  the  reve¬ 
nue,  let’s  get  the  revenue.”  Such  would 
like  for  you  to  swallow  the  implication 
that  the  state  get  the  revenue^ Deep  down 
in  their  smug  wills  they  are  keenly 
aware  that  the  only  revenue  in  which 
they  are  interested  is  for  themselves. 
Who  makes  the  loudest  cry?  Newspapers. 
Newspapers,  already  spineless  in  report- 
orial  and  editorial  policy;  always  ready 
to  recant,  retract,  vacillate,  to  the  whims 
of  any  large  advertising  account  that 
has  been  in  the  least  offended  by  some¬ 
thing  that  happened  to  “slip-by”  the 
policymaker’s  eye.  Newspapers,  already 
fat  with  lush  and  lucrative  gains,  yet 
greedy  for  more.  Newspapers,  sick  with 
envy  that  the  will  of  a  populace  pre¬ 
cludes  the  possibilities  of  their  getting 
in  on  one  of  the  fattest  advertising  ac¬ 
counts  in  America  today,  that  of  the 
liquor  interests. 

It  has  ever  been.  God  or  gold.  Deity 
or  the  dollar.  Christ  or  cash.  Prophet 
or  profit.  The  alignment  is  clearly  mark¬ 
ed. 

If  those  so  interested  In  the  so-called 
revenue  would  be  logical  and  fair  tbe 
admission  would  have  to  be  that  for 
every  dollar  paid  into  the  government 
through  the  sale  of  beverage  alcohol  five 
dollars  and  more  have  to  be  paid  out  by 
government  because  of  the  sale  of  alco¬ 
holic  beverage.  The  crime  bill,  for  crimes 
directly  traceable  to  the  use  of  alcohol 
as  a  beverage,  is  five  times  more  than 
all  possible  revenue  from  its  sale. 

The  noxious,  nauseating  propaganda 
chirps  with  this  bit  of  “reasoning.”  “We 
are  going  to  have  it  anyway  let’s  legalise 
it.”  All  right  let’s  legalize  rape  and  tax 
it  $500.00  for  raping  a  single  girl,  $1,000.- 
00  for  raping  a  married  woman.  Let’s 
use  that  money  to  build  roads,  to  con¬ 
struct  schools. 

I  was  in  a  wide-open  state  when  tbe 
war  with  Japan  was  ended.  One  encour¬ 
aging  sight  was  that  the  straight-out 
saloon  had  uniformed  attendants  at  tbe 
outside  of  the  door  checking  that  no 
minors  entered,  inspecting  the  identifica¬ 
tion  cards  of  service  men,  card  on  which 
year  of  birth  was  stamped.  Any  goodwill 
that  I  may  have  felt  was  shortlived  for 
a  military  policeman  told  me  that  any 
establishment  selling  drinks  that  failed 
to  exercise  this  precaution  would  be  de¬ 
clared  off  limits  for  military  personnel. 
Not  that  much  could  be  said  for  the 
much  clamored-after  package  store*. 
There  were  several  occasions  noted  when 
many  boys  and  girls  Less  than  IS  yean 


of  age  made  purchases  in  these  package 
stores.  These  same  package  stores  were 
the  hardest  kit  by  the  move  of  vandal¬ 
ism  that  swept  along  with  mob-hysteria. 
Their  wares  were  displayed  to  allure 
and  attract  in  Urge  glass  show-windows. 
Thrill-hungry  youngsters  quickly  broke 
the  windows  and  headed  that  very  night 
for  death  and  heartache. 

Personally,  I  feel  that  1  can  teach  my 
youngsters  the  harmful  effects  ol  alcohol 
if  I  can  point  out  to  them  that  people 
who  drink  it  have  to  slip  around  and  get 
it  on  the  sly  out  of  gart  je  cans  and 
back  alleys.  A  child  cannot  look  long 
at  a  toy  balloon  without  a  feeling  that 
he  must  have  it.

Sixty-five  people  joined  the  Main  Street 
Church  in  Hattiesburg  daring  a  revival 
which  ended  Sunday,  October  22.

Dr.  John  E.  Barnes  in  pastor. 
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Board'*  Budget  Covers  One  Hundred 
Missionary  Appointments  Neat  Year. 

Dr.  Rankin  reported  that  with  the  bud¬ 
get  of  $4,544,172  voted  at  the  October 
meeting,  foreign  mission  advance  reaches 
the  saturation  point  on  the  basis  of  the 
present  outlook  on  income.  After  that, 
receipts  must  advance  each  year  in  or¬ 
der  to  care  for  the  expansion. 

Expansion  of  the  missionary  forces 
does  not  call  for  a  big  increase  in  the 
Immediate  budget.  Dr  Rankin  said.  But 
as  the  new  missionaries  complete  lan¬ 
guage  study  and  are  ready  for  regular 
mission  work,  requests  for  increased 
funds  for  current  operations  come  in 
from  all  fields.  The  1951  budget  allows 
for  appointment  of  100  new  missionaries 
during  the  year. 

Dr-  Rankin  left  Richmond  October  13 
to  spend  a  month  and  a  half  in  the  Or¬ 
ient.  He  and  Orient  Secretary  Baker  J. 
Cauthen  will  assist  Japan  Baptists  and 
missionaries  in  an  evangelistic  crusade, 
and  after  that  confer  with  missionaries 
and  Christian  leaders  in  the  Board's  new 
mission  fields  in  the  Orient.  Dr.  Rankin 
atops  en  route  for  a  brief  conference  with 
Hawaiian  Baptist  and  missionaries. 
Book  Editor  Retires 

Miss  Nan  F.  Weeks,  who  has  been 
associated  with  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board’s  education  department  since  1938, 
retired  from  active  service  as  book  edi¬ 
tor.  An  exhibit  of  61  of  the  80  mission 
study  books  she  edited,  and  10  annual 
reports,  gave  a  concrete  picture  of  part 
of  the  great  volume  of  missionary  educa¬ 
tion  materials  she  handled  during  her 
years  of  service. 

In  a  resolution  of  appreciation  for  her 
service,  members  of  the  Board  said  of 
Miss  Weeks:  .  .  she  has  exemplified 

qualities  of  culture  and  consecration  in 
such  a  way  as  to  enhance  the  reputation 
of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board:  and  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  have  a  greater  awareness 
of  world  need  and  a  better  understanding 
of  what  God  expects  of  them  in  meeting 
that  need  by  virtue  of  Miss  Weeks’ 
work.” 

Miss  Weeks’  retirement  becomes  ef¬ 
fective  on  January  1.  Miss  Genevieve 
Greer,  who  has  been  with  the  Board  five 
years,  was  elected  to  succeed  Miss 


Middle  East. 

Board  Receipts 

Total  receipts  of  the  Foreign  Mission 
Board  during  the  first  nine  months  of 
1950  are  $4,890,339.77.  Of  this  amount, 
$1,737,357.35  came  from  the  Lottie  Moon 
fund  and  $55.664  63  was  received  for 
world  relief. 

This  compares  with  a  total  of  $4,818,- 
558.53  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year,  including  $1,670,553.28  from  the 
Lottie  Moon  fund  and  $102,684-35  given 
for  world  relief. 

Nigerian  Commission  Reports  on  Schools 

Recommendations  regarding  the  reor¬ 
ganization  of  Baptist  educational  work  in 
Nigeria,  presented  by  a  special  commit¬ 
tee  of  the  Board  appointed  to  study  the 
problem  while  attending  the  Centennial 
last  summer,  were  adopted  unanimously 
by  the  Foreign  Mission  Board. 

Because  Nigeria  has  no  system  of  pub¬ 
lic  schools,  but  depends  on  voluntary 
agencies,  including  religious  groups,  to 
educate  its  people,  the  government  pol¬ 
icy  is  to  provide  grants-ki-aid  to  the 
schools  from  revenue  collected  by  taxes. 
The  only  conditions  the  government  at¬ 
taches  to  the  grants  is  that  the  school 
meet  standard  educational  requirements 
and  that  no  discrimination  other  than 
competitive  examinations  shall  be  made 
in  accepting  students. 

Nigerian  Baptists  were  faced  with 
three  possible  solutions  to'  their  problem: 
Depend  on  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
for  subsidies;  send  their  children  to  Mo¬ 
hammedan,  Roman  Catholic  or  pagan 
schools;  or  use  the  grants-in-aid. 

The  first  was  not  practiceable,  even  if 
Nigerian  Baptists  would  accept  it,  since 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  cannot  sub¬ 
sidize  all  of  the  300  Baptist  schools  with 
their  30,000  pupils.  The  second  was  ob¬ 
viously  not  feasible.  The  third  seemed 
to  them  the  only  practiceable  plan. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  Foreign  Mis¬ 
sion  Board,  although  it  cannot  subsidize 
all  the  schools,  can  assist  Nigerian  Bap¬ 
tists  in  the  support  of  a  limited  number 
of  schools  for  training  Baptist  workers.

Nigerian  Baptists  unanimously  support 
the  use  of  grants-in-aid  for  their  schools 
because  it  is  the  only  “public”  school¬ 
financing  system  in  the  colony.  Many  of 
the  missionaries,  however,  the  Commis¬ 
sion  report  pointed  out  “would  be  re¬ 
lieved  if  the  system  could  be  eliminated 
entirely,  but  with  the  members  of  the 
Commission,  they  recognize  that  we  are 
compelled  to  act  in  light  of  the  situation 
which  we  confront  in  Nigeria  today  and 
of  the  limitations  of  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  and  the  Mis-

The  recommendations  adopted  were  as 
follows:

“(1)  That  the  Nigerian  Baptist  Mis¬ 
sion  and  Convention  select  a  limited 
number  of  schools  which  will  be  sup¬ 
ported,  controlled  and  operated  entirely 
by  Baptists,  primarily  for  the  purpose  of 
training  Nigerian  Baptist  workers;  that 
all  grants-in-aid  for  schools  to  be  in¬ 
volved  in  this  group  be  released  and  that 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board  provide  funds, 
in  so  far  as  its  budget  will  allow,  to  as¬ 
sist  in  the  support  of  these  schools. 

“(2)  That  the  Foreign  Mission  Board 
and  the  Nigerian  Mission  give  priority  to 
these  schools  in  the  use  of  resou^es  in 
personnel  and  finances  provided  by  the 
Board  for  schools  in  Nigeria. 

“(3)  That  we  recognize  the  responsibil¬ 
ity  of  the  Nigerian  Baptist  Convention  to 
make  their  own  decisions  with  reference 
to  schools  that  receive  grants-in-aid 
from  the  government.”

OVERCOMING  TEMPTATION.  A  TEM¬ 
PERANCE  LESSON. 

Texts:  Matt.  4:8-11;  John  8:16;  Romans 
13  13-14;  I  Cor.  10:2-13. 

1.  TEMPTATION  TO 
ANOTHER  CONFIDENCE 
Matt.  4:8-11. 

Great  old  Dr.  John  A.  Broadus  treats 
the  three-fold  temptation  of  our  Lord 
under  these  headings: 

1.  A  Temptation  to  Underconfidence.  or 
Lack  of  Confidence.  This  was  the  temp¬ 
tation  to  turn  stones  into  loaves  of  bread. 
It  was  a  though  the  devil  said.  “You’d 
better  be  providing  yourself  with  food, 
lest  you  starve.  Much  good  It  will  do  you 
fast  beyond  the  point  of  recovery  while 
you  trust  for  food  to  a  power  which  has 
left  to  fast  for  forty  days  already.  It 
would  be  wise  in  you  to  look  out  for  your¬ 
self". 

2.  a  Temptation  to  Overconfidence. 
,rSo  matter  what  you  do,  God  has  you  In 
His  keeping.  Leap  off  this  building. 
Plunge  into  any  depth  of  any  sort  of  sin. 
Go  to  any  length  of  Indulgence:  It  will 
be  all  right”.  To  this  the  Lord  made 
answer  meet,  "Thou  shall  not  put  the 
Lord  thy  God  to  the  test,  thou  shalt  not 
presume  upon  His  goodness". 

3.  The  temptation  given  us  for  sfudy  in 
our  lesson  is,  A  Temptation  to  Another 
Confidence.  The  devil  might  have  said, 
"I  perfectly  understand  y<4ur  aim.  Your 
aim,  your  desire  Is  to  gain  the  mastery 
of  the  world  and  to  exercise  lordship 
over  it.  But  the  way  that  you  are  ap¬ 
pointed  to  do  this  Is  a  hard  and  slow 
and  painful  way.  Your  God  has  indeed 
said  to  you,  ‘Ask  of  Me  and  I  will  give 
three  the  nations  for  thine  inheritance’, 
and  the  ends  of  the  earth  for  thy  posses¬ 
sion;  but  the  gift  is  to  be  achieved  as  well 
as  given,  and  that  by  a  costly  course. 
Now  see!  This  world  organisation  is 
mine,  and  you  may  have  K,  If  you  but 
accept  It  from  me.  If  you  will  do  homage 
for  It  to  me”. 

Our  Lord  was  ready  with  His  answer, 
‘T  do  homage  to  my  God  alone,  and  Him 
only  do  I  serve”.  If  He  was  to  be  Indeed 
the  king  of  the  world,  he  wonld  come  to 
His  throne  only  In  God’s  way. 

John  tells  us  (6:15)  of  the  purpose  of 
Ihe  maw  crammed  mob,  after  the  feeding 
of  the  5,000.  to  take  Jesus  by  force  and 
proclaim  Him  king.

EAST  LOUISVILLE  CHURCH  CELEBRATES  SIXTH  ANNIVERSARY 


Winston  Association 
Makes  Crusade  Plans 


The  Evangelistic  Crusade  Steering 
Committee  of  the  Winston  County  As¬ 
sociation  met  in  Louisville  on  Oct.  26 
and  made  out  the  program  for  the  1951 
Evangelistic  Crusade.  The  meeting  was 
presided  over  by  the  Rev.  James  Fair- 
child,  Chairman,  and  pastor  of  the  First 
Church,  Louisville.

2.  That  the  associational  steering  com¬ 
mittee  and  all  the  church  committees 
and  pastors  meet  at  Louisville  Dec.  12 
at  7:00  p.  m.  at  a  banquet,  served  by  the 
Louisville  Church,  to  discuss  plans  for 
the  campaign  and  take  definite  steps  in 
preparation  for  a  scriffcrof  events  that 
are  designed  to  reach  a  grand  climax 
March  25  to  April  8. 

3.  That  all  our  churches  have  their 
revivals  at  this  same  time,  March  25  to 
April  8,  and  cooperate  as  far  as  possible 
with  the  state  and  south  wide  plans. 

4.  That  we  encourage  earti  pastor,  in 
agreement  with  the  church,  and  where 
otherwise  feasible,  to  do  the  preaching 
in  his  own  church,  since  there  will  be 
auch  a  scarcity  of  preachers  that  are 
available  at  that  time.  It  was  further 
suggested  that  pastors,  desiring  outside 
help,  make  full  use  of  college  students 
and  retired  ministers,  many  of  whom 
are  in  tip-top  shape  and  eager  for  the 
opportunity. 

5.  A  big  central  evangelistic  service 
was  proposed  for  Sunday  night,  April  8, 
at  the  football  stadium  in  Louisville, 
with  a  seating  capacity  of  four  thousand 
and  with  seats  on  the  field,  double  that 
number.
